Washington, October 14.—Gov- 
ernmental affairs of the nation 
halted today while its leaders, head- 
ed by President Harding, attended 
the funeral services fer the late Sen- 
ator Knox, of Pennsylvania, former 
secretary of state and attorney- 
general. 

The services were held at ll 
o'clock at St. John’s Episcopal 
church, which he attended, and were 
conducted by the Right Rev. Aifred 
Harding, bishop of Washington. 

At the church were those promi- 
nent in American public life. Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Harding, Secretary 
Christian and the president's mil- 
itary aide, Colonel Sherrell, occu- 
pied a front pew before the: black 
silk casket, which bore a large 
cluster of red roses. Behind the 
President were Vice President sand 
Mrs. Coolidge, Speaker Gillett and 
Mrs. Gillett, Mrs. Knox, the senator’s 
children, and other relatives. 

Members of the supreme court, 
headed by Chief Justice Taft, occu- 
pied the next pew, and behind them 
were members of the cabinet, includ- 
ing Secretaries Hughes, Mellon, 
Hoover and Weeks and Postmaster- 
General Hays. 

Almost half of Mr. Knox's asso- 
ciates of the senate were present. 
The honorary pallbearers were the 
members of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, headed by Senator 
Lodge, of Massachusetts; Senator 
Penrose, of Pennsylvania, and Sen- 
ator Underwood, of Alabama, demo- 
cratic floor leader.

Within the past we years a num- 


ber of accidents of serious conse- 
quence have happened where the 


tracks of the {two lines cut across 
the street, the latest eccuring ten 
days ago when a crash took place 
between a locomotive ofthe A. & 
W. P. and an automobile driving 
in a funeral procession. Seven oc- 
cupants of the machine were in- 
jured. 

“This is a particularly danger- 
ous point,” Mr. Woodall stated, “and 
the railroads ought to giadly build 
a barrier against the injury of 
anybody else, whether the blame is 
the railroad’s or the person hit.” 

The councilman. stated that the 
railroad lines of the north and east 
protect nearly al’ 
crossings with safety gates. Upon 
the approach of a train an auto- 
matic device rings a warning bell 
and at the same time closes the 
gates and bars the crossing until 
the release lock is thrown as the 


train passes. 

Councilman Woodall said that he 
will also introduce at the meeting 
Monday a resolution calling on the 
police department to enforce the 
ordinance limiting the period trains 
are permitted to block the Pryor 
street crossing at the Union sta- 
tion. He stated that he has ob- 
served trains stand across the 
street for as long as twelve min- 
utes at a time, when they are al- 
lowed by law less than five min- 
utes. 

This is adding to the traffic con- 
gestion, according to the council- 
man, and he said that many per-

the Siegel bill to increase its size 
from 435 to 460 members. 

The vote was taken on a motion 
to recommit offered by Representa- 
tive Fairfield, of Indiana, a repub- 
lican member of the census com- 
mittee, after nine hours of debate 
and wrangling over parliamentary 
procedure. 

Previous to recommitting the bill, 
the house rejected, 140 to 146, an 
amendment by Representative Bar- 
bour, republican, California, to au- 
thorize reapportionment without 
any increase in membership. Ane 
other amendmené, offered by Rep- 
resentative Tinkham, republican, 
Massachusetts, to decrease the mem- 
bership to 425 was smothered un- 
der an avalanche of “noes.” Eleven 
southern states, which Mr. Tink- 
ham charged had disfranchised ne- 
groes, would have lost thirty-three 
seats and Massachusetts one under 
his amendment, while a gain of 
twenty-four seats would have been 
split among a dozen states which 
made considerable gains in popfla- 
-tion during the last decade. 

It was the second time within a 
fyear that the house has blocked ef- 
forts to‘increase its size, during the 
last session a bil) to fix the mem- 
bership-at 483 being defeated. At

London, October 14.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The/ adjournment 
today of the Irish conference until 
next Monday afternoon has no po- 
litical significance, it was under- 
stood tonight.

Some of the Irish delegates are 
taking advantage of the interval 
to visit Ireiand in order to deal 
with what was described by the Sinn 
Fein publicity department as impor- 
tant departmenta: business. They 
will return Sunday night in ample 
time to attend the resumed session. 

Considerable currency was given 
here today to a sensational report 
of the ordering of uniforms for the 
Irish republican army and the fer- 
matfon of a company to come to 
London to escort the dail delegation 
back to Ireland upon the conclusion 
of peace. 

The story, however, was ridiculed 
by Sinn Fein leaders, who say no 
uniforming of the army is going on 
and that there is no question of any 
detachment coming to London at 
any time. 

Since the truce there has been 
no interference by the military with 
the Irish republican army, uniform- 
ed or not, and its existence has been 
officially recognized for truce pur- 
poses, with the co-operation of 
liaison officers of the Irish repub- 
ltcan Army and the British army.

Famed American 


To Visit London

London, October 14.—Five hun- 
dred Yanks from the Rhine, the 
finest trovupers of the American 
army of: occupation, will arrive in 
London Sunday night as bodyguara 
for General John J.. Pershing, to 
participate in the ceremony of pre- 
senting the congressional medal to 
Engiand’s unknown. soldier. 

General Pershing will arrive Sat- 

urday evening at 7 o’clock, accom- 
panied by Sir Henry Wilson. A 
stirring reception has been planned 
at Victoria station; where repre- 
sentatives of the war office will 
greet “fhe American commander. 
After the reception, Pershing will 
be driven in semi-state to the Amer- 
ican embassy, where he is to be 
the guest of Colonel George Har- 
vey during his stay in London. 

The American guard of honor will 
be quartered at the Duke of York’s 
headquarters. 

At 11 o'ciock on the forenoon of 
the presentation day, Pershing will 
leave the embassy in a royal car- 
riage with an escort of mounted 
police. The American troops will 
be drawn up in Parliament square, 
together with detachments from the 
British army. naVy and royal air 
force. A small number of the Yan- 
kee soldiers will draw special as- 
signments within the abbey itself. 

H., the Duke of Connaught, 
will represent the king at the cere- 
monies at Westminster, and Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George, it ig announced, 
will attend the function, represent- 
ing the government he heads. 

A dinner to General Pershing, will] 
be given Monday evening at the 
American embassy.

$370,000,000 would be’ asked. 
program limiting expenditures 
the above figure which had 
Sanction of the president and the 
house ways and means committee is 
being carried out satisfactorily, ac- 
cording to the statement. 

The original program made al- 
lowances for estimated deficiency 
appropriations which “it was realiz- 
ed would be necessary in connection 
with certain government activities,” 
Mr. Mellon explained. These in- 
cluded particularly the settlements 
with the railroads growing out of 
federal control and 
training for the former service men, 
but Mr. Mellon added that his in- 
formation indicated the revenue res 
quirements of the government still 
would be amply provided in the $4,- 
034,000,000. 

Congress has been advised, the 
secretary said, that it could proceed 
with the framing of revenue laws 
on that basis, and there now ap- 
peared no reason to alter the plan. 
The tax program, therefore, was not 
affected, he added. 

Some deficiency appropriations 
will be submitted during the cur- 
rent fiscal year, according to the 
secretary, who reiterated that they 
had been taken into consideration 
already in the estimating of actual 
expenditures, Mr. Mellon said also 
that so far as treasury officials 
could now foresee, financial plans 
for the coming year would stand 
unchanged.
